"I want this Gazette man put out of 


here because I don't want the outside 
world to know what we are doing up 
here," said Mr. Owen. "The Gazette is 
about the only paper I know of that 
will print the truth fearlessly. Person- 
ally, I don't want the folks back home 
and elsewhere to. find out about all 
the antics we pull and for that reason 
I think it would be a good idea to bar 
the Gazette reporter." 


Opposition Views Given 


Representatives Thorn, Myers, Eddy, 


Robertson and Fleming opposed the 
resolution. Mr. Eddy said he "wants 
the truth to go back to the people," 
Mr. Thorn said he had as much right 
as anybody to feel aggrieved at the 
Gazette's editorial policy, but that h 
recognizes the right of the press to 
obtain news and to comment on it ed- 
itorially in any manner it sees fit. Mr. 
Robertson said he was not afraid that 
any man at the press table would mis- 
represent him. Mr, Myers asked Can- 
non to withdraw the motion.

Fleming asked what 
difference

makes what the papers say, "just so 
we do our duty." 


Representative Hall of Van Buren 


county asked Cannon to cite a specific 
instance of where' the Gazette had 
"cast slurs at members of the legisla- 
ture." Cannon told him to "read just 
any issue of the paper during the last 
regular session." 


Cannon said the paper's policy is to 


"scratch the back that scratches mine." 
and said any reporter who does not 
write articles in a manner to carry 
forward the paper's editorial policy 
would "be fired." 


Cannon's principal concern appears 


to be that he get due publicity for 
criticizing the paper. He said he hoped 
the Gazette would 'have the moral 
courage to print what he said about 
it."

The manage- 
ment of the associations is composed 
of men thoroughly familiar with the 
problems of the livestock producer 
and men who are experienced in sell- 
ing livestock en the Kansas City, St. 
Louis 'and other .terminal livestock 
markets/

'County "Agents assist'the members 
and the boards of directors of the var- 
ious shipping associations with their 
marketing problems. The kind of as- 
sistance rendered these associations 
during 1931 consisted of assisting 4 
associations in analysis of livestock 
marketng problems, 5 associations in 
business policies, 3 in auditing and ac- 
counting, 6 in financing, 7 n produc- 
ton to meet market demands, 11 n 
use of current market information, 8 
in standardizing and grading, 4 in re- 
production of market losses, 8 in keep- 
ing members informed, 11 in loading, 
and S associations were assisted in 
solving'transportation problems. 


The chief objective of the shipping 


associations is to market the farm- 
er's livestock 'efficiently and in an 
orderly manner. It is the duty of the 
manager of the association to keep 
the members informed 
on market 


prices for the different grades of hogs, 
sheep, and cattle they own, and he is 
charged with the 
responsibility of 


loading and shipping the livestock 
to market. Notwithstanding a sharp 
drop in prices for livestock during 
1931, cooperative livestock shipping 
associations have generally secured 
better prices for its members than 
the existing local price for livestock, 
according to E. D. White, assistant Ex- 
tension economist in marketing, Uni- 
versity of Arkansas College of Agri- 
culture. During 1931, Arkansas form- 
ers sold approximately $50,000 worth 
of livestock cooperatively and pur- 
chared about $14,000 worth.
